At present works are executed in Government Departments by one of the 
underinentioned four methods:

2. In the Central Public Works Department and in the Indian 
Railways there is another mode of contract, viz , the Percentage Rate 
Contract . In this type of contract the estimate t rates for the different 
items of work in an estimate are published and the coatractor quotes his 
rate at a percentage above, or below or at the estimate rates so published . 
Only a single percentage applicable to all the itenis is quoted and this

percentage rate is applicable to extra items also , if any , found necessary 
during construction . Other conditions of contract are similar to those 
applicable to schedule contracts . 

3. The present Public Works Department Code and the Kerala 
Financial Code do not provide for this kind of contract. It is observed that, 
this type of contract would be most suitable as it will avoid manipulation or 
malpractices in the quoting of rates or in the tabulation of tenders. In the 
report on the irregularities in the award of contracts by the Kerala State 
Plectricity Board , the Sankaran Commission has also commended the 
introduction of such a system of contract in the Board . Sri 
C. S. Padmanabha Iyer, retired Chief Engineer, under whose guidance the 
Public Works Department Manual is being prepared and the Chief 
Engineers have also recommended the introduction of this type of contract. 

4. Government have examined the proposal and are pleased to accept 
the proposal to introduce the "Percentage Rate Contract in the Public 
Works Department with effect from 1st April , 1971 . 

5. In the circumstances sanction is accorded for the introduction of 
the Percentage Rate Contract in the State Public Works Department and 
to amend the relevant paras in the Kerala Public Works Department Code, 
Kerala Public Works Account Code and the Articles in the Kerala Financial 
Code so as to provide for this type of contract in the State Public Works 
Department. 

6. The Chief Engineer (General, Buildings & Roads) will send 
necessary proposals for amendments to the Kerala Public Works Depart 
ment Code and also for the proper adoption of the system in the Public 
Works Department.

THE KERALA UNIVERSITY (AMENDMENT) BILL , 1971

BILL 


to amend the Kerala University Act, 1969. 

Preamble.-- WHEREAS it is necessary to amend the Kerala University 
Act, 1969 , for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Twenty -Second Year of the Republic of India as 
follows : 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Kerala 
University (Amendment) Act, 1971. 

(2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 10th day of 
December, 1970. 

2. Amendment of section 2. - In Section 2 of the Kerala University Act, 
1969, (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), after clause (3 ), the 
following clause shall be inserted , namely : 

“ (3a ). “ Appellate Tribunal” means the Appellate Tribunal constituted 
under section 59A ” . 

3. Amendment of section 50.- In section 50 of the principal Act, after the 
words " educational agency " wherever they occur, the words " or corporate 
management" shall be inserted . 

4. Amenilment of section 52. - In section 52 of the principal Act, in sub -section 
( 1), for the words educational agency of that college” , thewords " educational 
agency or corporate management, as the case may be," shall be substituted . 
5. Amendment of section 53.--- In section 53 of the principal Act, 

(i) for sub -sections (1), (2) and ( 3), the following sub -sections shall be 
substituted , namely :-- 

" ( 1) Principals of private colleges shall possess such qualifications as 
may be prescribed by the regulations. 

( 2 ) A vacancy in the post of Principal shall be filled up by the educa 
tional agency or the corporate management, as the case may be, by the 
appointment of a person possessing the prescribed qualifications, froni among 


the teachers of the college or colleges, as the case may be. If no such person 
is available , the educational agency or corporate management, as the case 
may be, shall recruit a qualified person after due advertisement, as may be 
specified in the Statutes. 

(3) An advertisement under sub -section (2) shall be in such form and 
sball be published in such manner as may be prescribed by the Statutes." 

( ii) in sub -sections (4 ) and (7), for the words "Government body or 
managing council ”, the words " educational agency or corporate manage 
ment shall be substituted . 

( iii) in sub -section (5 ), for the word , brackets and figure " sub-section 
(4 )" , the words, brackets and figures " sub -section (2 ) or sub -section (4 )" 
shall be substituted . 

( iv) to sub - section (7),the following shall be added at the end , namely : 

" Explanation .--In this sub-section , fitness shall mean the possession 
of qualifications prescribed by regulations” . 

(v) for sub - section (9), the following sub-section shall be substituted, 
namely : 

" (9 ). Any teacher aggrieved by an appointmentmade under sub-section 
(2 ) or sub -section (7) may , within sixty days of the appointment or within 
sixty days of the date of commencement of this Act whichever is later, appeal 
to the Vice Chancellor , and the decision ofthe Vice Chancellor thereon shall 
be final. 

Explanation .--All proceedings pending before the Syndicate under sub 
section (9 ) of section 53 of the Act, immediately before the commencement 
of this Act shall stand transferred to the Vice Chancellor for disposal." 
6. Amendment of section 55.---In section 55 of the principal Act, 

(i) for the words " governing body " " managing council " wherever 
they occur, the words " educational agency " or " corporate management” , 
as the case may be, shall be substituted . 

( ii) for sub -section (4 ), the following shall be substituted , namely : 

" (4 ) on tisfactory completion of probation , the educational agency 
or the corporate management, as the case may be, shall confirm the teacher 
in the post and if the post is not substantively vacant, the teacher shall be 
allowed to continue in the post for the duration of the post.” 
7. Amendment of section 56 .-- In section 56 of the principal Act, 

(i) for sub -section (2), the following sub -sections shall bo substituted , 
namely : 

" (2) No teacher of a private college shall be kept under suspension 
by the educational agency or the corporate management except when disci. 
plinary proceedings are initiated against him . 
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(2A ) When a teacher of a private college is suspended for a period 
exceeding fifteen days, the matter, together with the reasons for the suspension 
shall be reported to the Vice Chancellor . 

(2B) Any disciplinary proceedings initiated under sub-section (2 ) 
shall be completed within a period of three months or within such further 
period as may be allowed by the Vice Chancellor. An appeal shall lie to the 
Appellate Tribunal from the order of the Vice Chancellor declining to extend 
the time. The appeal shall be filed within a period of thirty days." 

(ii ) for sub-section (4 ), the following sub-sections shall be substituted , 
namely : 

" (4) Any teacher aggrieved by an " order passed after the commence 
ment of this Act in any disciplinary proceedings taken against him may, within 
sixty days from the date on which a copy of such order is served on him or 
within sixty days from the date of commencement of the Kerala University 
( Amendment) Act, 1971 whichever period expires later, appeal to the Appe 
ìlate Tribunal, and the Appellate Tribunal may, after giving the parties an 
opportunity of being heard , and after such further enquiry as may be neces 
sary, pass such order thereon as it may deem fit, inclusive of the re-instatement 
of the teacher concerned : 

Provided that the Appellate Tribunal may adinit an appeal presented 
after the expiration of the said period if it is satisfied that the appellant had 
sufficient cause for not presenting the appeal within the said period . 

(5 ) Any order passed by the Appellate Tribunal, inclusive of the rein 
statement of the teacher may be executed through the Subordinate Judge s 
Court having jurisdiction over the area in which the College is situate as if 
it were a decree passed by that court. 

(6 ) Any person who objects to an order passed by the Appellate Tri 
bunal under sub-section (4 ) may, within sixty days from the date on which a 
copy of such order is served on him , preſer a petition to the High Court on the 
ground that the Appellate Tribunal has either decided erroneously or failed to 
decide any question of law . 

(7) The provisions of section 5 of the Limitation Act, 1963, will be 
applicable for proceedings under sub-section (6 ). 

(8 ) A Court fee of Rupees ten shall be leviable on petitions filed under 
sub -section (6 ). 

( 9) The High Court shall, after giving the parties an opportunity of 
being heard , pass such order in the petition as it deems fit . 

(10 ) Where the High Court remits the matter under sub -section (9), 
the Appellate Tribunal shall amend the order passed by it in conformity with 
the order of the High Court." 
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8. Insertion of new section 59A . – After section 59 of the principal Act, the 
following section shall be inserted, namely :-- 

" 59A . Constitution of Appellate Tribunal.- (1) The Government shall 
constitute an Appellate Tribunal for the purposes of this Act. 

(2) The Appellate Tribunal shall consist of the following members, 
namely : 

(a) a judicial officer not below the rank of a District Judge nominated 
by the Chancellor in consultation with the High Court, who shall be the 
Chairman ; 

(b ) a person who is neither a teacher nor a person connected with 
the management of a private college to be nominated by the Syndicate from 
among the members of the Syndicate ; and 

(c ) a person who is or has been an officer of the Government, not 
below the rank of a Joint Secretary to be nominated by the Government. 

(3) The term of Office of the Chairman and the other members of 
the Appellate Tribunal shall be three years from the date of their nomination . 

(4 ) If any vacancy occurs in the office of the Chairman or any other 
member of the Appellate Tribunal, such vacancy shall be filled by a person 
nominated in this behalf by the authority concerned . 

(5) (a ) The functions of the Appellate Tribunal may be exercised by a 
Bench consisting of two members constituted by the Chairman or in the 
event of the Office of a member other than the Chairman being vacant 
by a Bench consisting of the Chairman and the other member . 

(b ) Where any matter is heard by a Bench consisting of all the three 
members of the Appellate Tribunal and the members differ in opinion on any 
point,the point shall be decided in accordance with the opinion of themajority . 

(c) Where any matter is heard by a Bench consisting of two members 
and the members are divided in their opinion on any point, they shall state the 
point upon which they differ and the matter shall then be heard upon that 
point only by the third member and such point shall be decided according 
to the opinion of the third member. 

(6 ) The Appellate Tribunal shall have the power to make regulations 
consistent with the provisions of the Act with the previous sanction of the 
Government for regulating its procedure and disposal of its business . The 
regulations so made shall be published in the Gazette. 

(7) The remuneration and other conditions of service of the Chairman 
and other members of the Appellate Tribunal shall be such as may be pres 
cribed by the Statutes." 

9. Amendment of section 61. - In section 61 of the principal Act, for the words 
" and the governing body or managing council " , in both the places where 
they occur, the words " or corporate management” shall be substituted . 

10. Repeal.-- The Kerala University (Fourth Amendment) Ordinance, 
1970 (20 of 1970 ), is hereby rcpealed . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
Sub -sections (2) and (4) of sections 43 and 49, sub-sections (1), (2 ), (3) 
and (9) of section 53, sub - sections (2 ) and (4 ), of section 56 , section 58 and 
section 63 of the Kerala University Act, 1969, have been struck down by the 
High Court. The Supreme Court on appeal, upheld the judgment of the 
High Court and further held that sub-section (6 ) of section 48 and sub -section 
(6 ) of section 49 are also invalid . Sub -sections (1), (2 ) and (3) of section 
53 relate to the appointment of Principals of private colleges and sub -section 
(9) of section 53 and sub -section (4 ) of section 56 provide for appeal to the 
Syndicate by the aggrieved teachers in the matter of promotions and in disci 
plinary actions. It was considered necessary to suitably amend the Act in 
the light of the judgment of the High Court and the Supreme Court by pro 
viding a revised procedure for the method of appointinent of Principals of 
Private Colleges, and making provision for the constitution of an Appellate 
Tribunal to which appeals in matters relating to disciplinary actions may be 
preferred . As the Legislative Assembly was not in session , the Kerala Uni 
versity (Fourth Amendment) Ordinance, 1970 (20 of 1970 ) was promulgated 
by the Governor on the 9th day of December, 1970. While promulgating 
the said Ordinance, opportunity had also been taken to make certain other 
amendments in the principal Act which were considered urgently necessary . 

2. The Bill seeks to replace the Ordinance by an Act of the State 
Legislature. 

FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 
Clause 8 of the Bill provides for the constitution of an Appellate Tribunal 
consisting of a District Judge as Chairman and a member of the Syndicate 
and an Officer of Government not below the rank of a Joint Secretary to 
Government asmembers. The expenditure towards the payment of remune 
ration to the Chairman and members of the Tribunal and other expenses 
connected with the functioning of the Tribunal will have to be met from the 
funds of the University . The grant to the University from Government will 
have to be proportionately increased for this purpose. The expenditure 
involved towards the payment of additional grant for this purpose will be 
approximately Rs. 60,000 per annuni. 

MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

Sub-section (6 ) of section 59A proposed to be inserted by clause 8 of the 
Bill seeks to empower the Appellate Tribunal to make regulations consistent 
with the provisions of the Act and with the previous sanction of the Govern 
ment for regulating its procedure and disposal of its business. The matters 
in respect of which regulations may be made are of routine and administrative 
character. The delegation of legislative powers is thus of a normal character.
